In fact, one of 
ny earlier cases led to the 1974 aoodding of FOIA and tlio opening of PBI and CIA 
filas and to the disclosure of the horrors about which you'vd no doubt read. While 
most of these records are crap, they also hold really significant information I do 
want to put together and published. Gun. rant so to blow your mind if you ever find 
time to get . up here. Including more filing cabinets that the" committee had! 

i'he possibility, I think probability, of really significant books is real and 
I need to end the present interruptions and uncertainties from the FOIA litigation 
to be able to get to that writing. As I' v e only recently learned, the PHI decided 
in 1967 to "stop" mo and ray writing by tying mo up in frivolous litigation. So they 
see to it tlrat i get nothing except through litigation and then they stonewally it 
and me endlessly. Bhay've even contrived a situation, before a finfey, rubberstamp 
judge, where I' i<l technically in contempt. Keep they feared charging me, which I want 
so x can litigate thav in tlie interest of preserving FOX A. I refused to comply with 
wrongful wzk court orders. Instead of charging me with contempt, they sought and 
got a rubborstaiapted pair of judgments. Which I also ignored. "Bo now they hsvd taken 
a course rliat also, -jeopardizes FOIa raid lawyers willing. ito take such cases, by getting 
a (J. add faulty) judgement against my lawyer.
